hours. They found a fair supply 
of oxygen 
running.

Searchers Find 
One Body, Hopeful 
Others Are Alive

Searchers recovered today the 
body of one of nine enlisted men 
missing 
after their 
training 


canoe capsized in the icy waters 
of the Potomac River. 


The body, not immediately 


identified, was recovered by a 
search boat in the Potomac and 
brought to the air station crash 
boat pier shortly after noon. 


Earlier, military officials had 


said there was a "good chance" 
the servicemen still were alive.

parently dumped the men into

The men, eight Marines and a 


Navy sailor, were reported to be 
expert swimmers and all had 
passed a series of survival tests. 
Five of them were Vietnam vet- 
erans.

servers were recovered two 
hours after the accident a few 
miles downstream from the 
Quantico Marine Base but an 
all night search involving more 
than 100 men and helicopters gult of 
and boats failed to locate "any 
bodies. 


Asked whether officials have 


any indication the men were 
still alive. Lt. Col. Herbert Har- 
key, in charge of search opera- 
tions, told newsmen: "Yes, we 
do." 


"We're hoping they are hud- 


dling down some where trying 
to keep warm and we hope 
we're going to spot them," Har- 
key said. 


Exactly what happened to up- 


set the canoe was a mysterv. No 
one saw the incident, which ao- 
parentlv took place about mid- 
way in the 2.2 mile-wide expanse 
of the Potomac which winds be- 
tween Virginia and Maryland. 


They had been told to caddie 


across the Potomac and then re- 
turn to the Marine base. A fish- 
erman saw them in midstream 
heading back and the canoe 
must have cansized shortlv aft- 
er, a spokesman said 
There 


were no witnesses, he added. 


"Quite frankly with the way 


these people were qualified it is 
impossible to guess what could 
have happened that close to 
shore that they couldn't have 
made it to shore," Harkey said. 


The numbing cold of the Poto- 


mac was a factor in Wednes- 
day's incident. Harkey said the 
water was about 36 degrees and 
by merely remaining still the 
men could have survived only 15 
minutes or so.

Trip Delayed 


Another exploratory trip down 


the fire-blackened mine shaft 
was delayed while workmen 
placed a protective cover over 
the small elevator. On the first 
trip, one man was slightly in- 
jured when a chunk of salt fell, 
striking his shoulder. 


Bullhorns were to be used on 


return trips in hopes of commu- 
nicating with the isolated men 
who could be anywhere in the 
massive, winding caverns of the 
mine, perhaps as far away as 
one mile from the base of the 
shaft. 


The searchers carried their 


own oxygen supply and wore 
masks. They found hints of 
deadly carbon monoxide present 
in the shaft, but one said it re- 
gistered only "one-tenth of 1 per 
cent." 


"From what we hear, things 


may not be too bad," said Wil- 
liam L. Meadows of Sturges. 
Ky., head of one of two special 
six-man rescue teams flown in 
for the search.

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What Can 200,000 More Troops Do? 


NO one doubts but that Chief of Staff 


General Earl Wheeler came back from 
Vietnam with General Westmoreland's re- 
que$t for more troops although the number 
Is now supposed to be closer to 200,000 
than the 100,000 suggested earlier. But the 
fact,that so far nothing has been done to 
Implement the request indicates that per- 
haps at long last Pentagon officials and the 
President are reviewing the American 
military strategy in Vietnam. 


Whether the Tet offensive was a defeat 


or a victory for the enemy, it demonstrated 
that the Communists had the ability to 
iBount a far greater attack force in far 
more places than had been believed. The 
search and destroy missions, with their 
high rate of casualties, have not cleared the 
Meking Delta or any place else of Viet Cong. 
Now what was thought to be the most 
secure area. Cam Ranh Bay, has even come 
under mortar attack. Khe Sanh must be 
held at all costs because of the prestige 
value rather than its real strategic impor- 
tance. 


The question that should be asked in 


Washington now is whether another couple 
hundred thousand American troops will 
really make a great deal of difference in 
Vietnam since the enemy has the ability to 
match us man for man and increasingly, 
weapon for weapon. The whole strategy of 


spreading our troops so thin in Vietnam 
should come under question. And even if 
the President cannot or will not admit the 
vast mistake of our entire military commit- 
ment in Vietnam, surely he can recognize 
the failure of a strategy and order it 
changed. 


As General James Gavin has suggested, 


pulling American troops back to defend the 
major cities and the coastal areas would 
force the Communists to fight, if not on our 
terms, at least against our greater strength. 
We could offer to the frightened urban 
residents the protection their own govern- 
ment troops have been unable or unwilling 
to provide. The South Vietnamese would 
have another opportunity to revive the 
collapsed pacification program. Without 
the threat of heavy American casualties, 
the bombing program would gain in 
flexibility. It seems highly unlikely that 
such an American strategy could ever mean 
American military defeat in Vietnam. We 
could wait out Hanoi's determination not to 
come to the peace table and although we 
would probably have to wait a long time, 
there would no longer be the high rate of 
casualties for either the American forces or 
the noncombatants of South Vietnam. 


There is no reason at all to believe that 


200.000 more troops will be enough to 
bring about a military defeat of the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong.

Social Security 
Changes Make 
More Eligible 


One change brought about by 


the 1967 Amendments to the 
Social Security Law, is that 
more people will be eligible for 
hospital insurance benefits, ac- 
cording to Frank M. Donnick, 
district manager of the Apple- 
ton Social Security Office. 


Under the old law, people who 


reached 65 hi 1968, and were not 
entitled to monthly Social Secur- 
ity or railroad retirement bene- 
fits, could ' not get hospital 
insurance benefits unless they 
had six calendar quarters of 
coverage or about IVt years of 
work under Social Security. 
Now this requirement has been 
reduced to three calendar quar- 
ers, or about nine months of 
work. 


The amount of work needed to 


qualify for hospital insurance 
renefits after 1968 increases by 
;hree q u a r t e r s each year. 
Eventually, for those reaching 
65 in future years, the amount 
of work required for hospital 
.nsurance protection will be the 
same as that required for 
monthly cash benefits. 


However, those qualifying for 


monthly benefits as a dependent 
or suvivor of an insured worker 
will not need any work under 
social security.

Soon on Three-System Link 


KAUKAUNA - The Electric 


and Water Utility Commission 
Wednesday approved a proposal 
which would link electrical sys- 
tems of Kaukauna, Menasha 
and t h e Wisconsin-Michigan 
Power Co. 


The proposal would require 


approval of the Wisconsin Pub- 
lic Service Commission (PSC) 
and the Federal Power Com- 
mission, (FPC), but no difficul- 
ty is anticipated in receiving 
authorization, according to Nor- 
bert Rhinerson, utility manager. 


The local commission voted to 


withdraw a previous application 
to the PSC which called for an 
interconnect of the Kaukauna- 
Menasha utility systems. 


Other applications to the PSC 


approved by the Commission 
include i n s t a l l a t i o n of a 
$1,750,000 gas turbine in Kau- 
kauna and construction of inter- 
connection lines and associated 
facilities between Menasha and 
Kaukauna at an estimated cost 
of $1,160.000. 


Cost Distribution 


Menasha would pay $950,000 


of the line cost and Kaukauna 
would pay $210,000. The connect 
would permit Kaukauna to pur- 
chase surplus power being gen- 
erated at the Menasha plant. 
Menasha would realize a finan- 
cial return on its generating 
capacity and Kaukauna would 
benefit by having an available 
supply and by being able to 
delay major investments in 
plants and equipment to meet 
increasing demands. 


Wisconsin-Michigan would be 


linked with the Kaukauna lines, 
a source from which the city 
already purchases power, giving 
both Kaukauna and Menasha 
additional power supply if need- 
ed. The proposal would be a 10- 


length of transmission lines 
between the two cities from 13.5 
to 10.5 miles and the capacity of 
the lines would be from 34.5 to 
138 kilovolts.

Rhinerson told utility com- 


missioners the proposed inter- 
connect with the three utilities 
would be of long-range benefit 
to the city and insure adequate 
power supply to meet increasing 
needs. Addition of steam gen- 
erating equipment to the Kau- 
kauna system could be delayed 
by the utility interconnect.
